Now, they’re more than ready to make up for their 
absence, and with Deryck in great health following 
his well-publicised issues with alcohol, and original 
guitarist Dave ‘Brown Sound’ Baksh back in the fold 
after nine years, they can’t wait to get over here and 
do what they do best. 

With the rest of the line-up still to be announced, 
DeryckWhibley gives us the lowdown on what 
promises to be one of the best K! Tours yet. . . 


H/, DERYCK! DOES IT MEAN A LOT 
TO HEADLINE THE KERRANG! TOUR? 

“Definitely! We’ve had a great relationship with 
Kerrang! for years, and we’ve been on the cover 
of it more than any other magazine. I actually have 
them all framed in my house! That said, the UK is 
just a very special place for us in general. Our fans 
have always been so supportive and it really is like 
a second home, and we know that it will be great 
every single night.” 

AFTER DROPPING OUT OF THE KERRANG! 
TOUR 20 12, THE PRESSURE IS ON - WILL 
YOU BE BACK WITH A VENGEANCE? 

“Absolutely. Spirits in the band are so high right 
now! We’ve been gone for so long, and I’ve been

It’s 
actually kind of embarrassing what I can’t lift any more, 
but it’s worth it to not risk setting it off again.The 
worst part of having a back issue is the slightest thing 
can trigger it - you can throw it out just by putting on 
your shoes, it’s that ridiculous!” 

HOW WILL THESE SHOWS DIFFER 
FROM YOUR PREVIOUS TOURS? 

‘‘The fact that Dave [‘Brown Sound’ Baksh, guitar] 
is back in the band makes this different to any 
tour we’ve ever done, if for no other reason than 
we now have three guitar players onstage.That’s 
gonna be as new for us as it is for anyone coming 
to see us! I’ve never really felt the need for pyro 
or anything like that onstage, because when we’re 
playing it’s the energy and excitement coming off us 
that brings things to life, and if you like this kind of 
music, I guarantee it’s gonna be a great time.There’s no 
way it won’t be.” 

WILL YOU BE PACKING IN AS MANY 
SONGS AS POSSIBLE EVERY NIGHT? 

“Y’know what, I was literally just trying to put a set list 
together the other day and realised that if we played 
all of the songs I want to, we’ll be up there for a couple 
of hours, which I don’t think is gonna work (laughs)! 

I’m not sure how we’ll do things yet - we might have 
to come up with multiple set lists and change them up, 
but hopefully we’ll figure it out before we get there!” 

DO YOU STILL TAKE PLEASURE IN 
PLAYING THE ' CLASSICS ' , HAVING 
PERFORMED FAT LIP AND IN TOO 
DEEP A MILLION TIMES? 

u Always . Whenever anyone says, ‘So, are you so sick of 
playing Fat Lip?’ all I say is, ‘Why the fuck would I 
be sick of playing a song that everyone goes crazy 
for? How the fuck could I be sick of people reacting 
that way to a song / wrote?’ It’s just not me to get 
sick of my own music, and we’re going to give people 
what they want.” 

YOU RECENTLY PLAYED SHOWS WITH 
MIKEY WAY - ANY CHANCE YOU'LL BE 
SMUGGLING HIM OVER WITH YOU? 

“Y’know what, I’d love to, I’m not sure if he would be 
able to do it, though. Playing with him was awesome, 
he’s such a great friend. I decided to do a couple of 
shows because I hadn’t played any in so long - and, 
really, it was almost like I forgot how to do that, 
especially because I had never done it sober before. He 
came along and helped me out with that, and I’d love 
to do more with him.”

HOW'S THE NEW RECORD COMING? 

“The writing part is getting close to being done, which 
I’m glad about, because it’s such a fucking bitch (laughs)! 
I’ve already tracked six songs, I’ve got another six or 
seven I’m just about ready to record. People always 
ask us to compare anything new we come up with to 
our previous records, and this one sounds very much 
like Sum 4 1 , but if you took Does This Look Infected? 
[2002], Chuck [2004] and Screaming Bloody Murder 
[201 I] and mixed them all together, it sounds like that, 
but with a new twist. It’s fast-paced and aggressive.” 

WHY DID YOU DECIDE TO FUND IT 
THROUGH PLEDGEMUSIC? 

“There are two reasons. One: it’s great to be able to 
do something without a record company, because 
our experiences over the last two albums were really 
difficult, and this was a way to be able to make a record 
without having any other involvement.The other is that 


fans have an opportunity - if they want it - to be a 
part of helping make this record.To me, if I felt like I 
had contributed to a record, I’d be like, ‘Fuck yeah, I 
helped make that!”’

“I’ve always felt like I was the luckiest guy alive. When 
I was lying in a hospital bed, the only thing I wanted to 
do was play music.

I probably value 
being able to do that more than anything - and more 
than ever now.”

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A s they breeze into Kerrang! HQ in their 
collection of coloured suits, the four 
members of Fall Out Boy might look 
like they’re on their way to a fancy 
dress party as the news team from 
Anchorman, but they’re actually here to do a day of 
work Ahead of their imminent invasion of the nation’s 
arenas - a hefty eight-date tour culminating in two 
consecutive nights at Wembley Arena -the band have 
first decided to colonise the K! offices and take over 
the very issue you’re holding in your hands right now 
For a couple of hours, all is a picture of 
industriousness, as FOB acclimatise to their new 
surroundings, start to get the feel of putting a 
magazine together; and issue orders to their new 
underlings.Then it all gets a little out of hand. 

For a start, Pete Wentz knocks a mug full of coffee 
over when he strips down to his vest and starts 
dribbling a basketball around the place. Features and 
reviews are turned into paper aeroplanes and we’re 
just happy that no-one calls Health & Safety, let alone 
kills a man with a trident. 

Drummer Andy Hurley also strips down and starts 
showing off his admittedly amazing tattoos whjle 
guitarist Joe Troh man wanders off to discuss the finer 
points of riffology with Anthrax legend Scott lari, 
who’s stopped by to see how his friends are getting 
on. Seeing as the two guitarists go back to their days 
playing together in heavy metal supergroup The 
Damned Things, we consider getting Joe to ask Scott 
why there appears to be half a dead squirrel glued to 
his face. But in the end we bottle it. 

Only frontman Patrick Stump appears To be 
knuckling down and getting some actual work done. 
The singer/guitarist does have a reputation for being 
‘the sensible one’, of course, but it turns out he 
also has a serious interest in music journalism. 

“I used to write reviews for my school paper 
and a few years ago I got a chance to wrrte for 
Rolling Stone for a while,” he smiles. “The Other 
thing is that my sister works in radio, so S studied 
that as well and worked at the radio station at my 
high school. I took it pretty seriously and I thought it 
was what I was going to get into. Either that or rock 
journalism.Then my band happened...” 

I t’s been quite a while since Fall Out Boy celebrated 
the release of their last album, American Beauty/ 
American Psycho, with an intimate show at 
London’s 800-capacity Islington Assembly Hall. 

That was way back in January, and since then, 
they’ve only made one flying visit to this side 
of the pond, and that was to play Radio I s 
Big Weekend in Norwich. It seems that now 
would be a good time to get the band to put 
down those paper darts, stop goofing around, 
and give us a proper catch-up. 

So, gentlemen. . . How’s 20 1 5 been treating you? 


“The summer tour in the U.S.tooka lot out of us, 
but I guess it’s been really good,” smiles Pete. “Our 
band has achieved more success in 20 1 5 than we 
have any other year; probably, so that’s pretty wild 
to think about!” 

And how was your first-ever stint on the travelling 
Soundwave Festival in Australia? 

“It was pretty cool. . . awesome,” shrugs Patrick, 
before giggling at the shitness of his own response. 

“The festival thing is weird because it’s an event for 
all the people there but for most bands it’s a day of 
the week,” he expands. “You land somewhere, get in 
the van, go to the site, do 1 0 interviews and play. 

I really wish it was more of the cool thing where 
you get to hang out and watch all the other bands.” 

If Soundwave doesn’t elicit the most enthusiastic of 
mmrs from the band, recollections of their summer 
tour of the U.S. have them far more excited and 
animated. Dubbed the Boys OfZummerTounthe trek 
saw them sharing the stage with American rapper Wiz 
Khalifa, as well as DJ Drama and indie hip-hop starlet 
Hoodie Allen. Rste described it as a coheadliriirrg tour 
with Wr z although, in truth, rt was Fall Out Boy dosmg 
each nighL Even the pairing set internet foairms and 
social media platforms predictably ablate.

Maybe 
it’ll be too much of a departure for people. . adds 
Pete. “And I think that it was an interesting experiment 
that did better than expected, which was cool. One 
of the greatest parts about it was that Wiz is just the 
coolest guy, so even had it not worked, it would have 
been alright because he was really easy to hang with. 
But it did work, I think” 

And when FOB kick off this UK tour in Leeds next 
week, they’ll be doing so with English rapper Professor 
Green and indie dance duo Matt And Kim in tow.The 
reaction has again been mixed. 

So, is this the sort of revolution you were talking 
about on Save Rock And Roll? 

“First off, I don’t think of myself as a very rock’n’roll 
guy,” Patrick considers.”! don’t ride a motorcycle 
or party and smoke or match all those images of a 
bad boy. But when we went on hiatus we had found 
ourselves legitimately being one of the only rock 
bands that were being played on pop radio in the 
Stales. Wb were like a little island of rock 

"When -we Came back we thought we were going 
to flop but we knew we’d at least get a shot of being 
played on the radio again and we thought about what 
we were going to use that platform to say We were 
like, 'Let’s just say that you don’t have to be in a box 
any more. As stupid to even have a box. Understand 
that Skrille* Is rock’n’roll and that Wiz Khalifa is 
rock'n'rol Rock’n'roll has always evolved. It wasn’t 
established in 1975 and crystallised there and that’s it.” 

I t sounds like Fal Out Boy have decided on a 
Strong editorial stance, which is a handy thing to 
have if you've got your hands on the tiller of a major 
magazine .1 hat doesn’t mean that everybody agrees 
with them, of course. “I’ve got a couple of friends who 
are m this band, but Fall Out Boy saying they’re going 
to 'save rock'n'roll’ . . . are you fucking kidding me?” 
ranted Slipknot frontman and part-time professional 
curmudgeon Corey Taylor while discussing his latest 
bookYbu re Making Me Hate You. 

Whatever you think about Fall Out Boy’s most 
K, recent touring packages, however; or even about 
the muscal content of their post-hiatus albums, 
there's no denying they have had the courage 
of their convictions since their return. In much 
the same way as each issue of a magazine starts 
wrth a blank page and a bunch of ideas, the four- 
piece found themselves back at the metaphorical 
drawing boandThey’d discovered a new-found 
sense of freedom that probably wouldn’t have existed 
or al least not to the same extent - if they’d never 
taken the hiatus. They didn’t know exactly what 
they wanted to be any more but they certainly 
knew what they didn’t want to be. "I don’t think 
people were expecting or even wanting us 
to return with a new record straightaway,” 

Rete says. "It happened to coincide with the

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I O-year anniversary of our first album and that’s what 
people wanted an anniversary tourThat wasn’t 
the place we were at and it would only ever have 
been a money grab.” 

‘There’s nothing wrong with that,” adds Andy. “And 
maybe when you get to a certain point in your career 
you touch on those things a little bit more.Twenty- 
five years down the line, or whatever; but 1 0 felt a bit 
close! That was the challenge to ourselves, not wanting 
to live in the past.” 

A series of what could, at a push, be termed 
‘editorial’ meetings all ended in the same broad 
conclusion.The band had been successful before and 
there was every chance that they could have come 
back with the same format and picked up exactly 
where they’d left off. Each member agreed that 
just wasn’t enough of an incentive and that, if they 
were going to get back together; it would be to do 
something fresh. “We felt like we had to make a really 
big point of it,” Patrick says. “There were times where 
we’d have a song idea or a melody or a lyric and go, 
'Oh, that’s great’Then we’d stop ourselves and go, 
'We’ve done this before.This is too safe, we need to 
push ourselves more.’” 

The results of this attitude were a comeback album 
in Save Rock And Roll and a follow-up in this year’s 
American Beauty/American Psycho that defied all 
musical expectations. With such a departure, of course, 
there’s always the risk that people simply wouldn’t 
accept or embrace it. 

Were Fall Out Boy worried that their comeback 
would flop? 

“Less worried and more resigned. . .” laughs 
Patrick “I feel brilliant about what we’ve done,” grins 
Andy. “We did reinvent ourselves when we came 
back and that was scary and terrifying and we didn’t 
know if people were really going to care. But why 
rest on your laurels when you can push fowvard and 
do something new? I think artistry matters to all of us 
and that’s why we don’t want to repeat ourselves.” 

A s it turned out, the new-look Fall Out Boy 

were as far from being a flop as BrickTamland 
was from joining Mensa. Both Save RockAnd 
Roll and American Beauty/American Psycho debuted 
at Number One in the U.S. Billboard 200 chart - a 
feat the band only accomplished once in their first 
run-through, with 2007’s Infinity On High. Given that 
the band were largely expecting to fail commercially 
if not artistically hitting the top spot wasn’t exactly a 
vindication. It was, though, an extremely nice surprise. 

“That was crazy, I really didn’t see that coming,” 
Patrick smiles. “I remember being onstage in London 
at one of our first shows and thinking how crazy it 
was that everyone knew the words to the new songs 
and wanted us as we are. One of the fears you have 
when you’re in a band is that you have a moment and 
you think the world wants you frozen in that moment 
forever How am I going to stay 1 9 for the rest of my 
life? It’s not going to happen and it’s kinda sad when 
people try for it.” 

If it sounds like FOB’s return has been an 
unmitigated success, that’s because it has. But surely 
there are some parts they’d write differently if they 
could go back or consign to the shredder entirely? 

“One regret is that on Save RockAnd Roll we 
were maybe experimenting too much with different 
directions,” says Patrick “One of the things we were 
toying with at the time was the way people consume 
music through playlists, but I feel that if you skipped 
through [the album] you’d hit certain songs and go, ‘Is 
that even the same band?’ It’s like when you put out an 
album, there should be a reason that those songs are 
together and that’s one thing I feel American Beauty. . . 
did way better than Save RockAnd Roll.” 

“Maybe the Young Blood Chronicles videos were a 
crazy thing that we might do differently now, looking 
back” Andy adds, referring to the I I separate videos

that all linked into one overarching narrative. “We 
would be doing three or four videos at a time and it 
was just crazy.The workload was insane.” 

“I’m the worst person to ask about that,” confesses 
Pete. “Basically, when the album, or any of the stuff, is 
done, I can’t listen to it at all. I just hear the flaws. The 
thing that I appreciate the most about having had the 
blank page is that I think we’ve all grown up a little bit 
and I’m proud of that. In all respects as musicians 
and artists, but we’re also in a spot where we’re better 
people and we’re happier I think that comes through 
in the music.” 

Indeed, it wasn’t just musically that the band 
decided to change how they did things. Last year; 
Patrick, Pete and Joe became parents, and on this 
summer’s tour they had family buses with cribs 
installed. According to Joe, they’ve also changed the 
way they deal with each other 

“We’re shitty communicators, but we’re much less 
shitty communicators than we used to be,” he laughs. 
“We’ll talk things out if somebody has a problem. 
Things are a lot more thought-out in terms of how it 
affects everyone in the band. I guess that comes with 
age and maturity but, prior to our break it felt like we 
spent at least 300 days a year on the road. And now 
we’re not touring as much, it does feel a lot better We 
feel a lot happier and get a lot more done this way.” 

S o, that’s Fall Out Boy’s own expose of the past 
two years. But what’s the story to come, once 
they’ve left us to take back the reins (and to tidy 
up behind them)? From the outside at least, it seems as 
if they could go absolutely anywhere from here.

“I feel we’ve definitely paved the way to be more 
experimental and try different things,” says Patrick a 
man with a voice that could make a wolverine purr 
and a suit so fine it makes Sinatra look like a hobo. 

“I think it really comes down to what the four of us 
agree on. That’s the hardest thing, getting all four of us 
on the same page in terms of a sound or a style. But 
that’s great. One of the most exciting things about 
the band to me right now is that we are able to keep 
doing weird things.” 

The two post-reunion albums have come out in 
relatively quick succession, but when it comes to the 
next one, fans might just be in for a somewhat longer 
wait. “This album [American Beauty/American Psycho] 
was an experiment, to see if we could create music 
that reacted to pop culture at the speed that rappers 
and DJs can,” Pete says. “In that respect, it was a 
success, but I feel like there was a part of it where we 
were running on a blister until it became a callous and 
that can feel pretty harsh.” 

Um, okay. . . we think we know what you mean 
by that. Especially when Patrick admits that he’s 
tired of writing on the road as they did for much of 
American Beauty/American Psycho and says that 
there are absolutely no new songs in the bag. As with 
everything to do with the new refreshed Fall Out Boy, 
however; don’t take anything for granted. 

“You just never know,” grins Andy. “Probably the 
plan for now is to have a break a real break, after this 
album. I think having a real break will be good but 
then I don’t think we ever planned to go straight in 
with American Beauty/American Psycho it just kinda 
happened. As far as a next album goes, we’ll wait to 
cross that bridge when we get there.”

A sk Andy Hurley the name of the band 
who changed his life, and his answer 
is as swift as it is certain. “Earth Crisis 
shaped everything for me,” announces 
the sticksman with a smile. “When I 
found them I was smoking pot a lot and it was ruining 
my relationship with my mum and causing me all sorts 
of problems. I grew up listening to metal but when 
I heard Earth Crisis, it was like, ‘Holy shit! There’s a 
band that are into these politics and beliefs that are so 
different but they’re still super heavy.” 

Raised in small-town Wisconsin, the young Andy 
had already been politicised by the righteous jams 
of Rage Against The Machine, but the more codified 
lifestyle choice that Earth Crisis were teaching 
immediately appealed: no drinking, no smoking, no 
promiscuous sex and a vegan diet. Straight-edge. 

“I was already being drawn to counterculture and 
the veganism side seemed like an obvious extension of 
that for me,” he says. But it was more than just eating 
cruelty free that appealed to Andy - stepping away 
from the spliffs offered him a clear-headed space for 
reflection that, looking back, he felt was badly needed 
in his teens. “It was just about being focused and 
present,” he notes. “That sobriety allowed me to see 
things a lot more clearly than I had before.” 

From there, Andy started knocking about with the 
kids in high school who liked hardcore music, though 
not necessarily of the straight-edge variety (“I got into 
bands like Youth OfToday Bold, Sick Of It All, 
things like that. . .”). But while his beliefs 
led Andy to a scene that would end up 
changing his life it also came with its 
fair share of problems. 

“There were people around 
me who didn’t understand what 
it was about,” he recalls. “But 
I was a kid who liked going 
against the grain and doing what 
pissed other people off It felt 
cool to be different, especially 
in a position where I knew I 
was on the right side ethically 
I’ve tempered a bit, but when I 
discovered straight-edge I definitely 
had a mind-set of, If you’re not with 
me, then fuck you.”'

B y his own admission, one of the major turning 
points in Andy’s relationship with straight-edge 
was when he took his high school marching 
band drum skills and began playing in punk rock 
“I started playing with kids from Milwaukee and 
from the Chicago scene,” he recalls. “I did a band called 
Race Traitor and met people like Pete [Wentz], who 
was one of the first other vegans I came to know.The 
community aspect is really what has kept the thing 
going inside me for all these years. I think if I was just 
straight-edge in a vacuum by myself, then I would have 
lost interest, but I still have friends from that period of 
time who live with me at my house. A lot has changed, 
but those ties remain strong.” 

Andy is right - a lot has changed. Where once he’d 
be playing basement hardcore shows to 1 00 stage- 
diving kids, these days his primary concern is smacking 
the skins in one of the biggest bands in the world. 

So, does he see it as his responsibility to teach the 
virtues of straight-edge to his fans? 

“To an extent, yes,” he nods. “I don’t want to 
preach to people and I never want to be seen to be 
ramming the straight-edge lifestyle down anyone’s 
throat, but if people feel like there is someone visible 
to them who has maintained straight-edge, then that 
can be powerful. It’s a personal choice but it can 
really enrich your life. It has done for me. It’s basically 
given me everything.” And so, some 20 years after 
he discovered the movement, Andy Hurley remains 
staunchly edge and proud, proof that no matter 
what crazy heights life might take you to, sticking to 
your own philosophies and ideals is one of the most 
powerful things imaginable.

H e might front one of the most 

influential bands of the 2 1 st Century, 
but Patrick Stump is far from 
your typical outgoing nockstarA 
self-confessed music geek, he's far 
happier twiddling knobs in Ns own studo than, say, 
basking in the adulation of thousands of Fall Out 
Boy fans in a sold-out arena, 

“It's not even a contest.” he nods. "I fed like 
touripg is for extroverts. I can perform, fm an actor 
as well as a musician, so I can get on a stage and 
play the rockscar for 75 minutes, But who I really 
am is the guy In the studio,” 

If you've been lucky enough to see Fall Out Boy 
play live since their return from hiatus, you'll have 
seen a frontman who, playing a part or not, looks 
felly at ease on the stage. That wasn't always the 
case, however, and. when the band enjoyed their 
first sui^je of popularity a decade ago. Patrick 
struggled with being In the public eye. 

“Pete was much more gregarious and 1 was more. 
"Shut up and take yourseW seriously’" he told K! 
recenriy/1 remember one night in Boston. I wasn’t 
feeling like being looked at. so I retreated from 
everything. I went onstage with my hoodie pulled all 
the way up and I just wasn't there at all , Someone 
came up to me after the show and shouted,'You 
selfish asshole, We came all the way to see you and 
you looked like you didn’t want to be there.’"

T eenage JoeTrohman wasn’t how you’d 

imagine...Today he’s dressed all in black with 
the only colour on his person coming from 
his blue eyes and sleeve tattoos.There’s an 
effortless cool that radiates around him 
- a confidence that comes with playing guitar for one 
of the biggest rock bands in the world.Take a time 
machine back to Joe’s teenage years, however; and 
you’ll find him playing viola and brass instruments in 
the high school big band.AtWinnetka, Illinois’ New 
Trier High School, Joe was just another face in a crowd 
of kids traipsing up and down the corridors.That all 
changed, though, the day he saw Slash wailing away on 
theTV like a leather-clad deity: a tantalising apparition 
of what life could be if he followed his dreams.“He 
just looked so cool,” grins Joe. “I grew up on Zeppelin 
because my dad loves them, so maybe it was already in 
me. My first guitar came with an amp for $50 from a 
second-hand shop. I wish I still had it! I started learning 
stuff by MC5 and Hendrix, because that was the kind 
of playing I’d already been exposed to.” 

After earning his stripes in the Chicago hardcore 
scene playing bass in ArmaAngelus, fronted by 
schoolmate Pete Wentz, the pair formed Fall Out 
Boy. From there, music would take him around the 
world and turn him into a megastar; to the point 
where by 2008 he could casually form supergroup 
The Damned Things with one of his biggest heroes: 
Anthrax leader Scott Ian. Like Joe, the thrash metal 
godfather had also grown up with Jewish family 
roots, and even found his true calling through 
the living room television set - mesmerised by 
the windmilling ways ofThe Who guitarist Pete 
Townshend. So, when Joe found out he’d be planning 
his own feature in this FOB takeover issue, he 
decided to do it on something important to him 
(playing guitar) with someone important to him - 
his hero turned mate - Scott Ian.

JOE: “I was so nervous the first time we met, 
Scott! Anthrax are such an important band for 
us. . . Whatever you play through, you always sound 
amazing. It comes out of your hands. You use rhythm 
guitar like a percussive instrument, with that perfect 
chug. Few guys can play like that and no-one can 
play exactly like you.” 

SCOTT: I 've got to be honest when I met you, 
I’d never even heard Fall Out Boy ( laughs)! Maybe 
I thought it wasn’t for me. But we had a mutual 
friend that kept saying we should hang out. And we 
hit it off! I actually just took my son to see FOB at 
the Hollywood Bowl we loved it. For a guy that 
doesn’t own any of their records, I thought it was 
fucking great. Now I have a Fall Out Boy playlist on 
my iTunes ( laughs )\ ” 

JOE: “Good to hear! One less obvious source 
of inspiration for me is Jonny Greenwood from 
Radiohead. He is someone who gets a bunch of 
effects together to discover new ways to manipulate 
his instrument, setting the benchmark. When he 
started making guitars sound not like a guitar; that 
was ridiculously cool.” 

SCOTT: “I’d say Radiohead are one of the best 
pop bands I’ve ever heard, especially the early stuff. 
And I don’t mean pop in any negative sense. I love 
pop music. [ 1 995 album] The Bends felt like the 
best thing I’d heard since The Beatles, it was that 
innovative. For a guitar player to create those sonic 
landscapes within the confines of a three-and-a-half- 
minute pop song was truly groundbreaking.” 

JOE: “It’s something that I’ve tried to incorporate 
in my own playing on the last two FOB records 
though I doubt I will ever be able to do anywhere 
near as well as him. It was my way of injecting rock 
back into pop music. Like when I give my dog his 
medicine in peanut better: he has no idea he’s 
getting it, but he’s definitely getting it!” 

SCOTT: “And on the flip side, both of us are big 


blues fans, too. With AC/DC being my favourite 
band in the world, I had to go back and trace where 
rock music came from. Once, me and [ex-Metallica 
bassist] Jason Newsted went to see [blues guitarist/ 
singer] Albert King in New York City it felt like his 
guitar playing came from another planet.” 

JOE: “Early guys like Freddie King and Otis Rush 
used simple structures and did so much with them. 

I learned a lot from that you need to get to a 
point where you find your own unique voice. The

idea of perfection is ridiculous, there’s no perfect 
musician out there. Just be true to yourself.” 
SCOTT: “If there was a secret to writing great 
songs, I’d have released a book and made millions. Or 
sold more Anthrax records! Do what makes you feel 
good. Even if you think it’s shit, so what? Everyone 
else sounded like shit. . . everyone still sounds like 
shit. If it comes from the heart, never stop. I don’t 
practice, I pick up my guitar when I’m inspired. That’s 
the creative process, turning something stupid in my 
head into March OfThe S.O.D. [by Scott’s Anthrax 
side-project, Stormtroopers Of Death],There must 
be a wizard in a cave somewhere waving a magic 
wand, there’s no formula...” 

JOE: “I feel exactly the same. Some days I feel 
unstoppable and others nowhere near I used to get 


pissed off when I got writer’s block, then I learned 
you can’t fight life all the time. There’s other stuff 
out there go get inspired by a street performer 
or whatever Fuck, man, I came up with an idea the 
other day while watching a hamburger commercial! 

It doesn’t sound like a hamburger commercial, by 
the way. Music comes from the weirdest places 
sometimes you just have to give yourself space. We 
all have off days.” 

SCOTT: “Well, you sure sounded tight as shit when 
I saw you the other night! I think we definitely share 
some punk influences. For me, the Ramones proved 
simplicity is key. Johnny Ramone is one of the all- 
time rhythm masters. All you need is one note, but 
make sure you play it as solid as a rock” 

JOE: “Look at James Williamson’s work in The 
Stooges. It’s like the definition of energy super 
fucking raw and loud, with this introspective and 
human aspect to it. Just fuckin’ badass rock’n’roll!” 
SCOTT: “And when it comes to rock’n’roll, Eddie 
Van Halen is the king! I have this Frankenstein guitar 
he signed for me, I wouldn’t leave that lying around. 

I must have 70 or 80 axes, though I don’t get to see 
most of them they sit in our lockers. I only keep 
around 1 2 in my house, but if I lost any of them, I’d 
be fucked. You must have a fair few yourself, Joe. . .” 
JOE: “I don’t know exactly how many, but I would 
say somewhere around 60 right now. Which is a 
lot, but I have sold loads, too. I used to have more! 
They all have different flavours, which I need for 
recording. I like to have options! You could say 
there’s definitely a point where it starts to become 
excessive (laughs). I’m not much of a singer 
I do a little bit in the band but it can feel outside 
my comfort zone, so my guitar is what I use to 
express how I feel and I really value that a lot.

So, 
even if ambition* were huge we 
had lo work with what we had, So, 
a friend of mine who is a fashion 
photographer owed me a favour, 
and he agreed to do the shoot for 
free. But we mill needed a model, 
which we couldn't afford, either. 
Luckily, he knew someone who 
agreed to do it just for the hell 


of it. Only condition: we couldn't 
show her face because her agency 
had exclusive rights io her Also, 
we needed a heart and a ribcage 
as part of the artwork. So. we went 
down to the locai butcher and 
got a pig's heard That was really 
problematic 'cause some of Ihe 
members wore vegan at the time, 
and we couldn 't really say where 
we got the parts!

The model didn't know what she was 
getting into, According to sleeve 
designer Portland, "She was someone 
the photographer hired. I'm pretty sure 
we didn't tell her what she was going to 
be doing prior to the shoot, other than 
taking some photos. So, you can imagine 
her expression when she was told to 
hold these guts and pretend that they 
were falling out of her body I" 
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The artwork on each page of the 
album insert was very literal and 
directly inspired by the lyrics. A heart 
surrounded by flowers for Can You Feel 
My Heart, and a creepy old house and 
wolves for The House Of Wolves. “That 
song’s about being asked to believe 
in God in order for me to get better,” 
explained Oli of the song’s concept. “But 
why would I put my 
faith in something that 
doesn’t exist? Miracles 
don’t just happen - you 
make them happen.” 




LEE MALI A (GUITAR): The 

symbol on there’s called The Flower 
Of Life.

And like with Sempiternal, the 
umbrella with the raindrops has become this 
cool symbol that you see around and, if you 
know what it is, it’s like you’re part of a secret 
thing. People have been getting it tattooed, 
putting the stickers up everywhere. . . It’s 
pretty cool walking down the street and 
seeing it on a lamp-post or something. But 
yeah, we wanted something simple like that on 
the cover. It sums up the album in the most 
basic way, and then there’s this total contrast 
when you open it up.” 


The inside artwork expresses emotions, 
too. “Some of the paints are colourful. 
They’re the happy thoughts and 
emotions. And then some of them are 
dark, the sad thoughts and emotions,” 
explains artist Maxim Scott. “I used 
acrylic paints and tried to replicate ocean 
movements. I think it works well because 
the technique I used is unique - you 
cannot do the same artwork twice. So, like 
our emotions, it constantly changes.”

UNDERSTAND WHAT’S 
happening right now:Johnny 
Depp is onstage playing guitar 
on the Sunset Strip with Alice 
Cooper, Aerosmith’s Joe Perry and half of 
Guns N’ Roses.This isn’t so much a 
supergroup as it is a fuckingincrediblegroup. 
This is everything you ever imagined 
Tinseltown to be. And it’s awesome. 

Explanation: HollywoodVampires are the 
band of reprobates assembled by Coop 
and Depp to celebrate the spirit of the elite 
drinking club of the same name, who used 
to meet next door at the equally notorious 
Rainbow Bar & Grill in the 70s. Who was in it? 
Well, Coop, and then a few no-marks like John 
Lennon, The Who’s drummer, Keith Moon, 
Monkee Micky Dolenz and anyone A-list with 
an appetite for destruction who could hold 
their grog.Tonight,the boozy debauchery may 
be absent - Coop, Joe Perry and Guns men 
Duff McKagan and Matt Sorum are all now 
teetotal - but the talent is through the roof. 
And, booze or not, tonight, this 400-capacity 
club is hosting the hottest party in Hollywood. 

Sadly, not everyone on HV’s album could 
be here tonight.

Of tonight’s supports it’s the wonderful Ninkharsag

After a wobbly start with their 
rather generic pop-punk-flavoured 
2007 debut album, My Dear, it took six long 
years for the future New Grave superstars to 
get round to recording a follow-up.And by the 
time they did eventually release 20 1 3’s Victim 
To Villain, it was essentially a different band that 
introduced the world to their self-proclaimed 
‘hauntedmansioncore’ - a frankly shit tag for a far 
better sound that incorporated big guitars, bigger 
melodies and a taste for the macabre. Bolstered by 
the eye-arresting video for Angel Eyes (featuring 
Chris Motionless from Motionless In White) and a 
lot of touring, they’ve set themselves up to make 
one hell of a big noise in 2015 and beyond. 


This time out they’re almost literally a different 
band again. Only vocalist Ash Costello and 
guitarist Nikki Misery survive from the last album, 
but this is very much the singer’s band, and the 
musical evolution certainly isn’t as radical as it 
was between My Dear and Victim To Villain. It’s 
like they’ve finally found what they were after, and 
now they just need to tweak it to perfection. 

The twin bases remain huge, hulking riffs and big 
melodic hooks. The downtuned riffs are delivered 
in a binary, on/off nu-metal style, while the 
melodies are darker and more sinuous than punky 
and perky.Ash has a great voice - powerful and 
strident when needed, smoky and sultry when 
not - and the whole lot is shot through with 
atmospheric synths in 50 shades of black. 

The main difference on Malevolence is that the 


songs are more fully realised, both musically and 
lyrically. The re are anthems for the outsider (Kill Or 
Be Killed with its ‘ All of us are s/'c/<’ whisper, and the 
self-explanatory Anthem Of The Unwanted), but 
there are songs like Alone that delve into darker, 
more emotional territory that’s more engaging than 
the ‘haunted house’ walk of old. 

Malevolence certainly isn’t a make-or-break 
album. There’s undoubtedly more to come from 
this lot. But it is an exciting and absorbing record, 
and one that should see New Years Day take a 
step up towards rock’s top table.

a THERE ARE difficult albums 
to follow up, and then there’s 
Hybrid Theory. Linkin Park’s 
debut has sold, in total, 27 million copies, 
and effectively saw the Californians start 
life as the biggest band in the world.While 
Reanimation - featuring remixes of Hybrid 
Theory songs - may have partially sated 
fans’ hunger between records one and 
two, the pressure weighing on the band 
for something new was planetary. Having 
recorded a number of demo parts on the 
back of tour buses across the world, the 
band then spent the majority of 2002 in 
the studio with Don Gilmore - producer 
of Hybrid Theory - shaping the pieces into 
a whole. In spring 2003, Meteora arrived. 
While straight lines can be drawn between 
the nu-metal angst of their debut to their 
follow-up, Meteora saw Linkin Park become 
far more playful in their instrumentation. 
From the ice-cold theatricals of Numb, to 
the boundary shifting Breaking The Habit, 
it gave a glimpse of the direction the band 
were destined to take. Mike Shinoda gives 
us the view from the eye of the storm. . . 

HOW DID IT FEEL FOLLOWING 
UP HYBRID THEORY? 

MIKE SHINODA ( VOCALS/GUITAR ): 
“There was a sense that it was the biggest 
record in the world. People were making 
up all kinds of crazy rumours. Weird shit 
like, ‘Oh, the band has been manufactured by 
the same guy that did the Backstreet Boys’ 


- an absurd thing, right? And we had the 
opportunity to put out a second record that 
was strong and that the fans loved and say, ‘I’ll 
prove to you that that’s not true.’ We could 
prove it because when we made Meteora, 
everybody was already paying attention and 
could see we weren’t a manufactured band.” 

HOW DID YOU APPROACH METEORA? 

“We were on the road touring Hybrid 
Theory and we knew we wanted to follow 
up the album quickly.And we knew that if 
we waited, the pressure would start to build 
up, too - and I wanted to head some of that 
off. What’s funny is that we put a studio on 
the back of the bus, and that rig was bigger 
than a refrigerator. Now you can do it on 
your phone!” 

WHAT'S YOUR FAVOURITE 
SONG ON METEORA? 

“I have two favourites, for different reasons. 
Faint, because it was just one-of-a-kind. The 
other one is Breaking The Habit, because 
that song single-handedly opened the 
door for us to jump outside of what was 
known as ‘the Linkin Park sound’. And the 
fact that it did well gave us the platform 
with whoever we were working with to 
say we’re not just about loud guitars and 
Chester [Bennington] screaming.” 

LOOKING BACK ON THE ALBUM I, HOW 
DO YOU FEEL ABOUT IT TODAY? 

“I think that time was really wonderful for 
us.The first album was so tumultuous and 
such a rocket ride that we needed something 
grounding on a second record.You can’t hear 
it necessarily - it’s not in the lyrics, it’s not in 
the music - but I know it brought the band 
together in a really special way.”
